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1 . SYG'S SPECIAL RHODESIA REPRESENTATIVE - 
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SYG WALDHEIM SENT LETTER SEPT. 30 TO THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL PRESIDENT STATING HIS INTENTION TO APPOINT LT. 

GEN. PREM CHAND (INDIA) AS HIS REPRESENTATIVE IN RHODESIA

ASSISTANCE FOR RECONSTRUCTION OF VIETNAM (A/C.2/32/L.9) 

WILL BE TAKEN UP BY COMMITTEE 2 ON OCT. 6 INSTEAD OF OCT. 3, 

AS ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED. IN AGREEING TO NEW SCHEDULE. 
JANKOWITSCH SAID THAT THE "SPONSORS ATTACH GREAT 
IMPORTANCE TO US COOPERATION IN THE MATTER." 

USUN HAS BEEN INFORMALLY ADVISED THAT VIETNAM MAY 
SEEK SPECIAL TREATMENT AT THE INTERNATIONAL RED CROSS 
CONFERENCE, POSSIBLY IN THE FORM OF ADOPTION OF A SEPARATE 
RESOLUTION FOR HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE. (CONFIDENTIAL -

3. US-FRENCH BILATERALS - 

DURING US-FRENCH PRE-GA CONSULTATIONS US STRESSED NEED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO AVOID TAMPERING WITH SC RESOLUTION 242 AND VOICED CONDERN 
THAT NOTHING BE DONE WHICH COULD PROVOKE THE ISRAELIS INTO 
REFUSING TO PARTICIPATE IN A SOLUTION TO THE MIDDLE EAST 
PROBLEM. FRANCE SHARED US VIEWS AND UNDERSCORED THAT 
RUMORS FRANCE CONSIDERING AMENDMENTS TO 242 WERE INCORRECT. 
REGARDING CYPRUS, FRENCE INDICATED THERE CONTINUED TO BE 
RELUCTANCE ON PART OF MINISTRY OF FINANCE TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO UNFICYP AND US NOTED CONGRESSIONAL DISPLEASURE REGARDING 
LACK OF FRENCH CONTRIBUTION WAS RECENTLY DEMONSTRATED 
BY SYMBOLICALLY REDUCING OUR CONTRIBUTION THIS YEAR. 

US NOTED REPORTS THAT FRENCH AFRICANS ARE INADEQUATELY 
INFORMED ABOUT US/UK RHODESIAN EFFORT AND ASKED FRENCE TO 
HELP. CONCERNING SIZE OF A UN PRESENCE IN NAMIBIA, FRANCE 
FALLS BETWEEN THE MAZIMALIST FRG AND MINIMALIST CANADA. 

ON SOUTH AFRICA, FRANCE AGREED WITH US IN EXPECTATION THAT 
ISSUE OF NUCLEAR TEST WILL BE A MAJOR ITEM AT GA. 

REGARDING ARMS SALES TO SOUTH AFRICA, FRANCE SAID THEY ARE 
NOT ACCEPTING NEW CONTRACTS. CONCERNING US RESTRUCTURING, 

US NOTED OUR EFFORTS SHOULD NOT BE MISCONSTRUED AS BEING 
ANTI-FRENCH. ON NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE, BOTH SIDES 
AGREED ON INEVITABILITY OF UN PLAYING A MUCH MORE CENTRAL

4. UN RESTRUCTURING- 

FRENCH PERMREP LEPRETTE, IN CONSULTATIONS ON UN

POSSIBLE DEPUTY SYG WAS UNACCEPTABLE, BUT ACKNOWLEDGED IT 
WAS BETTER THAN THE G-77 DRAFT. THE FRENCH DISAGREED WITH 
THE US ASSESSMENT THERE WAS A NEED FOR URGENCY IN DEALING 
WITH THE ISSUE. IN LATER MEETING WITH LECOMPT (QUAI), 

US EXPLAINED THAT IN DRAFTING THE PROPOSAL WE LOOKED TO

PRESIDENT FORDWOR OF THE AFRICAN DEVELOPMENT BANK

USG WOULD MAKE A SUBSTANTIAL CONTRIBUTION TO THE BANK 
REPLENISHMENT (ROUGHLY $214 MILLION OUT OF $960 MILLION 
OVER A THREE- YEAR PERIOD); REQUEST THAT IN CONVERSATIONS 
WITH AFRICAN LEADERS AMB YOUNG WOULD SUPPORT HIS EFFORTS
